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ADDRESS OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Mr. President: On the first of the present 
Tnonth of September, a Maas Convention of 
the radical Union men of Missouri was held 
at Jefferson City. It was the largest Mass 
Convention ever held in that State — men 
from every quarter of the State being pres- 
ent-all actuated by the spirit of uncondi- 
tional and unwavering loyalty to the Consti- 
tution and the Union; all sincerely attached 
to you as the Chief Magistrate of tile nation; 
and all earnestly desiring that your Adminis- 
tration should redound to the honor of your 
own name and the good of our beloved 
country. 

Previous to the assembling of that Conven- 
tion, public meetings were held in the great 
majority of the counties of the State, in almost 
every one of which resolutions were adopted 
cordially sustaining your administration, and 
distinctly indorsing those great features of 
your policy — the Proclamation of Emancipa- 
tion and the employment of negro troops; 
upon which, in onr opinion, the early success 
of the Government in subduing the rebellion 
largely depends. The Mass Convention, like- 
wise, emphatically declared its approval of 
these measures. In marked contrast with the 
action so taken is the almost utter silence of 
our opponents in their meetings in regard to 
those great measures and to your administra- 
tion. You can judge, Mr. President, from 
these facts who are your friends in Missouri. 

Among the proceedings of that Mass Con- 
vention was the appoiatment of a committee 
ol one or more from each county of the State 
there represented, to proceed to the City of 
Washington and endeavor, by a personal con- 
ference with you, to remove from your mini 
injurious impressions which onr opponents 
have long and industriously sought to create, 
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nave long ana inaustriously sought to create, 
and to procure, if possible, a change in the 
governmental policy in reference to Missouri. 

In pursuance of that appointment, we, whose 
names are hereto subscribed, seventy in num- 
ber, coming from fifty-seven counties of that 
State (containing, according to the census of 
1860, more than three-fourths of its entire 
population), and representing all the indus- 
trial avocations of life, have journeyed more 
than one thousand miles to perform the duty 
assigned ns, some of us doing so under circum- 
stances of much difficulty and personal dan- 
ger -ilae have brought with us a unanimous 
a^v£ou fiding faith in your patriotism, gen- 
Tosity, and integrity, and an unquestioning 
belief in your readiness to do whatever is 
right in regard to our State, whenever you 
are fully advised concerning its affairs. 

We represent, as we verily believe, a large 
majority of the people of Missouri, and a still 
larger majority of its lawful voters. 

We come from a loyal people. Through the 
fiery trials of the last thirty mouths they have 
been willing to peril their all for the Union 
cause; and multitudes of them have not only 
perilled all, but lost all but their lives in that 
cause, or in consequence of their known 
identification with it. No accumulation of 
wrong and calamity has been sufficient to 
swerve them for a moment from their devo- 
tion to it and to your Administration, in every 
step you have taken to subdue the rebellion. 
No doubts or cavils have held them back, no 
denunciation deterred them from rendering 
an open, courageous, and honest support to all 
your measures toward that great end. For 
our: elves, ard on their behalf, we bid you God 
speed in every policy tending to re-establish 
the rightful authority of the nation over every 
foot of its soil. 

The radical Union men of Missouri, recog- 
nizing in the institution of slavery the one 
sole cause and the very life of the rebellion, 
and believing in their inmost hearts that the 
continued existence of that institution is ut- 
terly inconsistent with the safety of our coun- 
try, have deliberately planted themselves in 
a position of hostility to it. They demand its 
immediate removal from Missouri, not only 
for her own sake, bat, as her contribution, for 
the sake of the Union, toward its entire and 
final extirpation from American soil. They 
are opposed to its gradual removal, because, 
at a time when the fate of the country hangs 
upon the dread arbitrament of a war begun 
and continued solely lor the extension and 
perpetuation of slavery, they do not believe 
that it has any claim to the consideration or 
forbearance ot the true friends of the Union 
anywhere. They hold the institution re- 
sponsible for all the horrible evils which have 
afflicted our country for nearly three years: 
they find in it the only element which could 
ever have precipitated civil war in this land; 
they see that all the springs of sectional dis- 
cord, past, present, or future, are in it; they 
know from bitter experience what wrongs, 
outrages, and calamities it is capable of in- 
flicting; and they cannot appreciate, and do 
not believe in that tenderness toward it, or 
those interested in it, which would prolong 
its mischievous existence a single day beyond 
that at which it can he legally destroyed. 

We rejoice that in your Proclamation of 
January 1, 1863, you laid the mighty hand of 
the uaiion upon that gigantic enemy of Amer- 
ican Liberty ; and we and our constituents 
honor you tor that wise and noble act. We 
and they hold that that Proclamation did, in 
law, by itsown force, liberate every slave in 
'the region it covered; that it is irrevocable; 
and that, from the moment of its issue, the 
-American people stood in an impregnable 
position before the world, and the rebellion 
.received its death blow. If you, Mr. Presi- 
dent, felt that duty to your county demanded 
that you should unshackle the slaves of the 
rebel States in an bour, we see no earthly rea- 
son why the people of Missouri should not, 
.from the same sense of duty, strike down with 
‘espial suddenness the traitorous and parricidal 
institution in their midst. 

_Sucb, in brief, are the distinguishing traits 
portion Of the people of Misiouri, who 
havecome to be called radicals. They accept 
'the name in its true significance in regard to 
Abe rebellion and slavery, and desire no other 
till both the rebellion and slavery are extir- 
pated. 

We are opposed in Missouri by a party 
which holds to conservatism as its fundamen- 
tal idea. We desire that you should know 
who compose it. It comprises every disloyal 
man in the State; every man who denies that 
slavery was the cause of the rebellion; every 
man wbe desires to uphold slavery; every man 
who sympathizes with the rebellion; every 
man whose hands are red with the blood of 
Union men; every man who opposed the issue 
of your proclamation of emancipation; every 
man who holds that proclamation revocable, 
and that its revocation would return to slavery 
the negroes it freed; every man who opposed 
. the enlisiment of negroes ia our army; every 
man who carps at the radical policy of your 
Administration; every man who denounces 
you; and every man who would embarrass 
your efforts to save the Union and the Consti- 
tution from the assaults of slavery. With 
them are associated a small body of U niou 
men, who were so from the outbreak of the 
rebellion, and a larger body of those who were 
then openly disloyal, and who have since be- 
come professedly Union men, only because 
they found it dangerous to be anything eise, 
and w ho are at heart no more patriots now than 
when they bitterly denounced you for your 
early efforts to array the power of the nation 
for the overthrow of the rebellion. 

From a party so constituted, no conserva- 
tism could be expected, nor has any been 
realized, but of the institution of slavery and 
the interests connected with it, as the founda- 
tion of social organization, but far more as 
the basis of political power. It wa3 tho rep- 
resentative of that party who, in the State 
Convention of Missouri, disregarded the loyal 
sentiment of the State, and passed a so-called 
ordinance of emancipation, which, instead of 
liberating Missouri at once from the nation’s 
greatest enemy, fastened that enemy upon her 
absolutely for seven years to come, and, in a 
modified form, for a quarter of a century after 
that. And we believe that ordinance was 
passed in the expectation of its repeal before 
the date fixed for slavery to cease. Between 
such a party and that we represent there is, 
can be, and ought to be no concord, but only 
antagonism and strife; as there ought to be 
forever between those who stand by their 
country against all enemies, and those who 
divide their allegiance between their country 
and slavery. 

It has so happened that the State govern- 
ment of M issouri, not by the direct vote of the 
people, but by the will of a Convention elect- 
ed in February, 1861, and continuing itself in 
existence and power until July, 1863, has been 
inlrii||-r to one whose conservative policy 
-Them a source of great uneasiness and dis- 
Ttf’ M heD, in July, 1861, that Convention 
deposed Claiborne F. Jackson from the office 
of Governor, and appointed Hamilton R. 
Gamble, provisionally, to that office, the latter 
opened his administration with a proclama- 
tion to the people of the State, in which he 
said that his appointment would “satisfy all 
that no countenance would be afforded to any 
schemes or any conduct calculated in any de- 
gree to interfere with the institution of slavery 
existing in the State, and that to the utmost 
extent of executive power that institution 
would be protected.” From the day or the 
publication of that proclamation to the present, 
Gov. Gamble’s policy and acts have had a pro- 
slavery character, while the unconditional Un- 
ionism of the State has steadily advanced to- 
ward its present anti-slavery attitude. 



The \ >!s of Missouri desired and de- 

manded ection of a new Convention, for 
the purpOi Ndding the Stale of slavery im- 
mediately.V \vhile such a proposition was 
pending in A^dJegislaturc, at its adjournment 
over to the ensuing November, wrested the 
whole matter from the bands of the people by 
summoning ihe old Convention — notoriously 
a pro-slavery body — to act upon that subject. 
In ft. at body he opposed immediate e manci- 
pation, and threw all the weight of his influ- 
ence in favor of the scheme which was finally 
adopted, not for the purpose of delivering Mis- 
souri from that which has cursed her beyond 
measure, and almost beyond endurance, but 
wiih the well understood intent of continuing 
it to the latest possible day, and, in the lan- 
guage cf ?. delegate from one of the strongest 
pro-slavery districts in the State, subsequently 
addressed to a meeting of his constituents, 
in order that something should be done to save 
slate property from utter wasie and spoliation, 
and give to slaveholders a brief opportunity <> 
make the best disposition in their power of their 
slaves.” 

Every act of his administration, anywise 
connected with slavery, has demonstrated that 
the position assumed in his inaugural procla- 
mation has never been abandoned, in fact or in 
intent, and will not be as loDgas he continues 
Governor. 

From the antagonism of theradiea’s of Mis- 
souri to such a policy have arisen the conflicts 
which you, Mr. President, have been pleased 
heretofore, to term a “ factional quarrel." With 
al! respect, we deny that the radicals of Mis- 
souri have beeD, or are in any sense, a party 
to any such quarrel. We are no factionists, 
but men earnestly intent npon doing onr part 
towards rescuing this great nation from the 
assaults which slavery is aiming at its life. 
We are loyally frying to do that, while con- 
servatism in Missouri i3 trying how not to do 
it, and yet appear loyal. No loyalty such as 
our constituents have exhibitedj ever did or 
ever wiil characterize a taction. We oppose 
our State Executive because his policy is, in 
onr judgment, adverse to true loyalty, and to 
the vital interests of our State. No factious 
spirit dictates that opposition. We would re- 
joice to support his administration if we could, 
and be faithful to our country; but we cannot, 
and will not, while his pro-slavery policy is 
adhered to, for it cherishes disloyalty in our 
State. If to make and abide by that resolve 
constitutes us a faction, then are we, and, 
God helping us, will continue to be a faction. 
If, on the other hand. Mr. President, it relieves 
us, in yonr mind, from the imputation of be- 
ing a faction, and gives us in your estimation 
our true position as a loyal people, we shill 
confide witbent hesitation in your justice and 
yonr friendship. 

The policy of onr State Executive represses 
and chills the loyal heart of Missouri, as a 
pro-slavery policy represses and chills loyal 
hearts everywhere. The true and earnest pa- 
triots of our State have been made to feel in 
every way that there is little sympathy be- 
tween him and them. No word has ever fal- 
len from him publicly, which recognizes what 
we consider to be a vital truth, that, in the re- 
bellion it is slavery warring against our noble 
institutions of freedom. In our deliberate 
judgment, he who has not yet learned that 
truth is wholly unable to comprehend how to 
foster and uphold loyalty, or to discounte- 
nance and suppress disloyalty. We do not 
believe that Gov. Gamble has yet attained 
that point, and we have no hope that ho will. 
You will not therefore be surprised to learn 
that no word has ever passed publicly from 
him approving your proclamation, or the arm- 
ing of negroes. On the contrary, it is the 
universal conviction of the loyal people of 
Missouri that he is opposed to both, as nearly 
all who support him are known to be. 

It is as well understood a fact in Missouri 
as any other in public affairs that no man’s 
loyalty to the Union commends him to Gov. 
Gambit's favor, unless it be accompanied by 
a well df fined loyalty to the State administra- 
tion; which latter description of loyalty has 
secured important positions to many whose 
promotion could never have been justly based 
upon their devotion to the Union cause. Bat 
not in such points alone have the loyal hearts 
ot Missouri learned that between them and 
Governor Gamble there is little in common. 
The whole policy of his administration, so far 
as it connects itself, directly or remotely, with 
ihe civil strife in our country, is adverse to 
them, and lenient, if not favorable, to their 
adversaries. He has interposed his official in- 
fluence to screen disloyal men from military 
measures deemed necessary to subdue the 
spirit of treason. He and his partisans used 
their influence to procure the removal of a 
commanding General of the Department of 
the Missouri, whose only offence, so far a 9 
known, was a just severity toward rebels and 
their aiders and abettors. He hao, wlvhout 
authority of law, in the judgment of some of 
our ablest jurists, drafted into active service, 
under the State, large bodies of the enrolled 
militia of Missouri, every officer of which, 
above the rank of Captain, holds office at his 
pleasure. 

tVe declare it to be an incontrovertible fact, 
that known identification with the radical 
Union party is almost certain to exclude an 
individual from any official position in those 
troops. Many such men have been summa- 
rily dismissed from important commands, 
wiihout explanation, and their places supplied 
with men of doubtful loyalty, and, in some 
instances, by those who, in the early stages ot 
the rebellion, were violent secessionists, and 
who new combine with processed Unionism a 
conservatism which leases no doubt of tbo 
quarter towards which their sympathies flow. 
It has been tco marked a fact to escape notice, 
that the officers thus dismissed were generally 
those who had distinguished themselves by 
the vigor with which they pursued traitors, 
and those who fed, clothed, and shielded 
them; while we believe itlo be strictly true, 
that no one has been dismisred because of neg- 
lect or inefficiency in that work. Companies 
and regiments of the enrolled militia, which 
pursued rebels, guerillas, bu3hwhacker3, and 
their accomplices with a legitimate severity, 
have txen disbanded, under circumstances 
which left upon loyal minds the immovable 
conviction that their offence was a too active 
and resolute effort to rout and destroy those 
fiendish marauders. In every way the people 
ot Missouri have been forced to learn, that 
rigor toward those enemies of law, order, 
property, life, and loyalty, commends no man 
to the favor of our Executive. It is equally 
well known that those who cordially sustain 
your Proclamation of Emancipation, and your 
policy of arming the negroes, fall under his 



disrilensure in ihe bestowal of appointments. 

The result of all this is only what would 
inevitably follow. Disloyalty, under the 
alias of conservatism, is presumptuous and 
defiant. In large portions of our State it is 
far safer to be known as disloyal than as truly 
loyal. Thousands of Union men have been 
driven from their homes beggared, and multi- 
tudes have been murdered while pursuing 
their peaceful avocations — often in the pres- 
ence of their families — for no offence but that 
of uncompromising fidelity to the Union. 
The whole country was shocked at the recent 
awful tragedy at Lawrence, in our neighbor 
State of Kansas; but were that multiplied a 
hundred fold, it would not equal the sum of 
the outrages which loyal men have suffered 
in Missouri, but which, occurring in detached 
instances and isolated positions, are little 
heard of away frotr* the immediate vicinity, 
and therefore come not to your knowledge. 
It is a lamentable fact that in the larger part 
of our State the property and life of a Union 
man are less secure now than they were when 
rebel armies were there. 

Indeed, Mr. President, in sober truth, ihe 
condition of loyal people there is rapidly be- 
coming intolerable. To what further extent 
cur suffering brethren can bear in patience 
the load of unmerited wrong which presses 
them on every side, God only knows. And 
all this we unhesitatingly lay to the charge 
of Governor Gamble’s pro-slavery conserva- 
tive policy, which infests all administrations, 
civil and military, discourages and depresses 
loyalty, and elevates disloyalty into a predom- 
inance which is galling to the last degree to 
the unconditional Union men of Missouri. 

We desire, Mr. President, distinctly to in- 
voke jour attention to the organization by 
Gov. Gamble of the enrolled militia of Mis- 
souri. It i9 a matter in which, in our judg- 
ment, the government of the United States is 
concerned. We have already stated that it is 
the opinion of many of the ablest jurists of 
our Slate, that the organization of that mili- 
tia force is without any warrant of law. It 
has proceeded solely from the will of the Gov- 
ernor. Seventy-five regiments have been or- 
ganized, and, as before stated, all the officers 
above the rank of Captain receive their ap- 
pointments from him. It has been officially 
announced that this is a State force, organized 
tinder State authority, whose duty it is to en- 
force the laws of the State, and that to those 
law s alone they are amenable. This force is fur- 
nished with subsistence, forage, and transpor- 
tation by the United States; and vet, by or- 
ders from the headquarters of the State, they 
were prohibited from rendering assistance in 
enforceing some orders issued by Federal au 
tbority. Until recently they were used for 
the purpose of returning fugitive slaves to 
their owners. In organizing this force, those 
citizens capable of performing military duty, 
who declared their sympathies to be with the 
rebellion, were, without commutation, ex 
empted from rendering military servicej and 
yet have received full protection ever since, 
many of the loyal militiamen being com 
pelled to stand guard over property. At 
the same time loyal citizens have, without 
authority of law, been forced, without hav- 
ing previously voluntarily enlisted, to enter 
tbe service of the State, for periods varying 
from one to eight and ten months; in many 
instances leaving their families wholly with 
out tbe mrans of support. The organization 
of those troops has assumed a quasi perma- 
nent character, by the creation of a force 
known as “ Provisional Regiments." The in 



tended strength of this force is unknown. 
That rests entirely with the Governor. It is 
organized by arbitrary detail from ths En- 
rolled Militia, by officers selected to serve iu a 
Provisional Regiment. The term of service is 
indefinite, its nature and objects undefined by 
law and unknown to those who are detailed, 
and the selection of the soldier is independent 
of any fixed rule. His first intimation is that | 
be has been detailed to serve in a Provisional j 
regiment, and lie is not permitted to inquire j 
by what authority he has been detailed or I 
into what service he must eater, or for wbar 
length of time he must serve. It is sufficient 
for him to know that he has been detailed, 
and must go at once, without time for prepa- 
ration; and if he fails to respond immediately 
to the call, he is hunted out and compelled 
into the ranks at the point of the bayonet. In 
the exercise of this arbitrary power intolera- 
ble burdens have fallen upon loyal citizens, 
frem which the disloyal are exempt; in a 
word, a bonus i3 thus paid for disloyalty, and 
a penalty exacted for loyalty. 

And we call your especial notice, Mr. Pres- 
ident, to the fact that on the 17th day of this 
month, at tbe very moment that steps had 
been or were about to be taken, by habeas 
corpus, to test the legality of this whole sys- 
tem of conscription Into the service of the 
Slate, the commanding Genera! of the De- 
partment of the Missouri issued a General 
Order, declaring that your proclamation of the 
15th inst., suspending the writ of habeas cor- 
pus in certain cases throughout the United 
fatales, would in that Department be “held to 
apply to all Missouri militia called into active 
service under tbe orders of the Department 
commander.” Gen. Schofield has thus made 
himself a party to Gov. Gamble’s system ot 
compulsory service in the militia, in a man- 
ner which, we respectfully Buggest, was not 
contemplated by yon in that proclamation. 

In regard to this whole matter of the En- 
rolled Militia, we would further respeetfutly 
suggest, whether it is consistent with the Con- 
stitution of tbe United States for such a force 
to be organized and kept under arms by asy 
State authorities; and we hope it may ple.ase 
you, Mr. President, to cause that point to be 
investigated. But whether so or not, we beg 
leave, with all respect, to protest against the 
further continuance of that system in Mis- 
souri. Permit us to say, with the frankness 
due to this occasion, that Missouri is as much 
entitled as any other State to be protected by 
th e National arm9. Neither law, justice, nor 
equity demands that the burden ol protecting 
her should be thrown upon her people and 
her treasury. We ask, therefore, the imme- 
diate restoration of the military control ot 
that State to the hands of the National officers 
and troopa, and the entire discharge of all the 
Enrolled Militia of the State from any further 
service at the arbitrary will ot the Governor. 

We ask further, Mr. President, that a De- 
partment Commander be assigned to the 
Department of tbe Missouri, in the place of 
General Schofield, whose sympathies will be 
with Missouri’s loyal and suffering people, 
and not with slavery and pro-slavery men. 
We regret to feel compelled to make this re- 
quest, but duty demands it. General Scho- 
field has disappointed our just expeemtions, 
by identifying himself with our State Ad- 
ministration; and his policy as Department 
Commander has been, as we believe, shaped 
to conform to Governor Gamble’s pro-slavery 
and conservative views. He has subordinated 
Federal authority in Missouri to State ru'e. 
He has become a party to the enforcement of 
conscription into the State service. He has 
countenanced, if not sustained, the orders is- 
sued from the State headquarters prohibiting 
enlistments from tbe enrolled militia into the 
volunteer service of the United States. Offi- 
cers acting under him have arbitrarily arrest- 
ed and imprisoned loyal citizens, without 
ssigned cause, or for daring to censure Gov. 
Gamble s policy and acts. Other such offi- 
cers have ordered loyal men to be disarmed, 
and in some instances the order has been ex- 
ecuted; while, under the pretence of pre- 
venting an invasion of Missouri from Kan- 
sas, notorious and avowed disloyalists have 
been aimed. He has issued a military order 
prohibiting the liberty of speech and of the 
press. 

An officer in charge of negro troops that 
had been enlisted under lawful authority, as 
we are informed and believe, was, on the 20th 
inst., arrested in Missouri by Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Guuter, acting under General Schofield's 
order, his commission, side arms, and recruits 
taken from him, and he imprisoned and sent 
out of the State. And, finally, we declare to 
you, Mr. President, that from the day of Gen- 
eral Schofield's accession to the command of 
that department, matters have grown worse 
and worse in Missouri, till now they are in a 
more terrible condition than thev have been 
ar any rime since the ouioreaK g>r the renei- 
lion. This could not be, if General Schofield 
had administered the affairs of the depart- 
ment with proper vigor, and with a resolute 
purpose to sustain loyalty and suppress disloy- 
alty. We, therefore! respectfully pray you to 
send another General to com mandthat depart- 
ment; and, if we do not overstep the bounds 
of propriety, we ask that the commander 
sent there be Mejor-General Benjamin F. But- 
ler. We believe that his presence there would 
restore order and peace to Missouri iu less than 
sixty days. He would be received by our people 
with rejoicing, and they would once more be 
rermilttd to feel that loyalty is to govern 
Vi issoni i. 

Mr. President, we have laid before you a 
frank statement of the condition of Missouri 
affairs. We have endeavored carefully to 
avoid < xaggeration. We have spoken the 
simple truth. As much more might have 
been said, but we wished not to weary you. 
Seventy of us, from every part of Missouri, 
stand in your presence to witness the truth of 
cur statements. We invite your inquiries 
upon any point which we have touched. We 
shrink from no investigation. We entreat 
you to observe that in our ill-fated State tha 
conflict is between loyalty and disloyalty. It 
is impossible that both should rule there. One 
or tbe other must go down. Whether the 
loyal hearts of Missouri shall be crushed, is for 
you to say. If you refuse our request, we re- 
turn to our homes only to witness, in conse- 
quence of that refusal, a more active and re- 
lentless persecution of Union men, and to feel 
that, white Maryland can rejoice in the pro- 
tection of the Government of the Union, Mis- 
souri is still to be the victim of a pro-slavery 
conservatism, which bias's wherever it reigns. 
Does Missouri deserve such a fate? 

What border slave State confronted the re- 
bellion in its first spring as she did? Remem- 
ber, we pray you, who it was, that, in May, 
1861, captured Camp Jack30n, and 6aved the 
arsenal at St. Louis from tbe hands of traitors 
and the Union cause in the valley of the Mis- 
sissippi from incalculable disaster. Remem- 
ber the Heme Guards who sprung to arms in 
Missouri when tho. government was without 
troops or means to defend itself there. Be- 
ings her the more than 50,000 volunteers that 
Missouri has sent forth to battle for the U niou. 
Renumber that, though always a slave State, 
her unconditional loyalty to the Union shine3 
lustrously before the whole nation. Recall to 
memory these things, Mr. President, and let 
them exert tbeir just influence upon your 
mind. We ask enly justice and protection to 
our suffering people. If they are to suffer 
hereafter, ns now, and in time past, the world 
will remember that they are not responsible 
for the gloomy page in Missouri’s history, 
which may have to record the independent 
efforts of her harassed but still loyal men, to 
defend themselves, their families, and their 
hemes, against their disloyal and murderous 
assailants

Washington, Oct. 5, 1863. J 
lion. Chas. D. Drake and others, Committee: 
Gentlemen: Your original address, pre- 
sented on the 30th ultimo, and the four sup- 
plementary ones presented on the 3d instant, 
have been carefully considered. I hope you 
will regard the other duties claiming my at- 
tention, together with the great length and 
importance of these documents, as constitut- 
ing a sufficient apology for my not having re 
sponded sooner. 

These papers, framed for a common object, 
consist of the things demanded, and the rea 
sons for demanding them. 

Tbe things demanded are — 

First. That General Schofield shall be re 
litved, and General Butler be appointed as 
commander of the Military Department of 
Missouri. 

Second. That the system of enrolled militia 
in Missouri may be broken up, and national 
forces be substituted for it; and 
Tbiid. That at elections, persons may not 
be allowed to vote who are not entitled by 
law to do so. 

Among the reasons given, enough of suffer- 
ing and wrong to Union men, is certainly, 
suppose, truly stated. Yet the whole case as 
presented fails to convince me that General 
Sibofield or the enrolled bnilitia is responsi- 
ble for that suffering and wrong. The whole 
can be explained on a more charitable, and, 
as I think, a more rational hypothesis. 

We are in civil war. in such cases there 
always is a main question; but in this case 
that question is a perplexing compound — 
Union and slavery. It thus becomes a ques- 
tion not of two sides merely, but of at least 
four sides, even among those who are for the 
Union, saying nothing of those who are 
against it. Thus, those who are for the Union 
with, but not without slavery — those for it 
without but not with — those for it with or 
without, but prefer it with, and those for it 
with or without, but prefer it without. 

AruoDg these again is a subdivision of those 
who are for gradual, but not for immediate, 
and those who are for immediate, but not for 
gradual extinction of slavery. 

1 It is easy to conceive that all these shades 
of opinion, and even more, may be sincerely 



entertained by honest and toothful men. Yet, 
all being for the Union, by reason of these 
differences, each will prefer a different way of 
sustaining the Union. At once, sincerity is 
questioned and motives are assailed. Actual 
war coming, blood grows hot, and blood is 
spilled. Thought is forced from old channe’s 
into confusion; deception breeds and thrives; 
Confidence dies, and universal suspicion 
reigns. Each man feels an impulse to kill his 
neighbor lest he he killed by him. Revenge 
and retaliation will follow. And alt this, as 
betore said, may be among honest men only. 
But this is not all. Every foul bird comes 
abroad, and every reptile rises up. These add 
crime to confusion. Strong measures, deemed 
indispensable but harsh at best, such men 
make worse by mal-administration. Murders 
for old grudges and murders for pelf proceed 
under any cloak that will beat cover for tho 
occasion. 

These causes amply account for what has 
occurred in Missouri, without ascribing it to 
tbe weakness or wickedness of any General. 
The newspaper files, those chronicles of cur- 
rent events, will show that the evils now com- 
plained of were quite as prevalent under Fre- 
mont. Hunter, Halleck and Curtis, as under 
Schofield. If the former had greater force op- 
pored to them they had also greater force 
wiili which to meet it. When the organized 
rebel army left the State, the main Federal 
force had to go also, leaving the Department 
commander at home relatively no stronger 
than before. Without disparaging any I 
affirm with confidence that no commander of 
that Department has, according to his means, 
done better than General Schofield. 

The first specific charge against General 
Schofield is, that the enrolled militia was 
placed under his command, whereas it had 
not been placed under the command of Gen. 
Curtis. Tbe fact I believe is true, but you do 
not point outj nor can I conceive how that 
did or could injure loyal men, or the Union 
cause. 

You charge that upon General Curtis being 
superseded by General Schofield, Franklin A. 
Dick was superseded by James C. Broadhead, 
as Provost Marshal General. No very specific 
showing is made as to how this did or could 
injure the Union cause. It recalls, however, 
the condition of things, as presented to me, 
which led to a change of Communder for that 
Department. 

To restrain contraband intelligence and 
trade, a system ot searches, seizures, permits, 
and passes had been introduced, I think, by 
General Fremont. When General Halleck 
came, he. found and continued this system, 
and added an order, applicable to some parts 
of the State, to levy and collect contributions 
from noted rebels, to compensate losses and 
relieve destitution caused by the rebellion. 
Tbe action of General Fremont and General 
Halleck, as stated, constituted a sort of sys- 
tem which General Curtis found in full op- 
eration when he took command of the Depart- 
ment. That there was a necessity for some- 
thing or the sort was clear; but that it was 
liable to great abuse in administration was 
rqually clear. Agents to execute it, contrary 
to the great prayer, were led into temptation. 
Some might, while others would not, resist 
the temptation. It was not possible to hold 
any to a very strict accountability; and those 
yielding to the temptation would sell permits 
and passes to those who would pay most and 
most readily for them ; and would seize prop- 
erty and collect levies in the aptest wav to 
fill their own pockets. Money being the ob- 
ject, the man having money, whether loyal 
or disloyal, would be a victim. This practice 
doubtless existed to some extent, and it was 
a real additional evil that it could be, and was 
plausibly charged to exist in greater extent 
than it did. 

When Gen. Curtis took command of the 
Department, Mr. Dick, against whom I never 
' new anything to allege, had general charge 
of this system. A controversy in regard to it 
rapidly grew into almozt unmanageable pro- 
portions. One side ignored the necessity, and 
magnified the evils of the system; while the 
other ignored the evils and magnified the ne- 
cessity; and each bitterly assailed the motives 
of the other. I could not fail to see that the 
controversy enlarged in the same proportions 
as tbe professed Union men tdere distinctly 
took sides in two opposing political parlies. I 
exhausted my wits, and very nearly my pa- 
tience, also, in efforts to convince both that 
the evils they charged on each other were in- 
herent in tbe case, and could not be cured by 
giving either party a victory over the other. 

Plainly the irritating system was not to be 
perpetrated; and it was plausibly urged that 
it could be modified at ouce with advantage. 
The case could ecarcely be worse, and whether 
it could be made better could only be deter- 
mined by a trial. In this view and not.tn 
ctu v. s._..s ocucmi c ams, or to give a vic- 
tory to any party, I made tbe change of Com- 
mander for the Department. I now learn that 
soon after this change, Mr. Dick was removed, 
and that Mr. Broadhead, a gentleman of no 
less good character, was put in the place. The 
mere tact of this change is more distinctly 
complained of than in auy conduct of the new 
officer, or other consequence of the change. 

I gave the new commander no instructions 
as to the administration of tbe system men- 
tioned, beyond wbat is contained in the pri- 
vate letter, afterwards surreptitiously pub- 
lished, in which I directed him to act solely 
for the public good, and independently of 
both parties. Neither anything you have pre- 
sented me, nor anything*! have otherwise 
learned, has convinced me that he has been 
untaitbfui to this charge. 

Imbecility is urged as one use for remov- 
ing Gcd. Schofield, and the late massacre at 
Lawrence, Kansas, is pressed as evidence of 
that imbecility. To my mind, that fact scarce- 
ly tends to prove the proposition. That mas- 
sacre is only an example of what Grierson, 
John Morgan, and many others, might have 
repeatedly done on tbvir respective raids, had 
they chose to incur the personal hazard, an d 
possessed the fiendish hearts to do it. 

Tbe ebarge is made that Geu. Schofield, on 
purpose to protect the Lawrence murderers, 
would not allow them to be pursued into 
Missouri. While do punishment could bo too 
sudden or too severe for these murderers, 1 
am well satisfied that the preventing of the 
thieatencd remedial raid into Missouri was 
tbe only safe way to avoid an indiscriminate 
massacre there, including probably more in- 
nocent than guilty. Instead of condemning, 

I therefore approve what I understand Gen. 
Schofield did in that respect. 

Tbe charges that General Schofield has pur- 
posely withheld protection from loyal people, 
and purposely facilitated the objects of the 
disloyal, are altogether beyond my power of 
belief. I do not arraign the veracity of gen- 
tlemen as to tbe facts complained of; but I do 
more than question the judgment which 
would infer that those facts occurred in ac- 
cordance with tbe purposes of General Scho- 
field. 

With my present views, I must decline to 
remove General Schofield. In this I decide 
nothing agaiust General Butler. 1 sincerely 
wish it were convenient to assign him a suit- 
able command. 

In order to meet some existing evils, I have 
addressed a letter of instructions to General 
Schofield, a copy of which I enclose you. As 
to the “enrolled militia,” I shall endeavor to 
ascertain better than 1 now know, what is it3 
exact value. Let me say' now, however, that 
your proposal to substitute national force tor 
the “enrolled militia,” implies that in your 
judgment tbe latter is doing something which 
needs to be done; and if so, the proposition to 
throw that force away, and to supply its place 
by bringing other forces from the field where 
they are urgently needed, seems to me very 
extraordinary; whence shall they come? shall 
they be withdrawn from Banka, or Grant, or 
Steele, or Rosecrans? 

Few things have been so grateful to my 
anxious feeling as when, in June last, the 
local force in Missouri aided Geu. Schofield 
to so promptly seDd a large general force to 
the relief of Gen. Grant, then investing Vicks- 
burg, and menaced from without by General 
Johnston. Was this all wrong? Should the 
enrolled militia then have been broken up, 
and General Herron kept from Grant to police 
Missouri? So far from finding cause to ob- 
ject, I confess to a sympathy tor whatever re- 
lieves our general force in Missouri and allows 
it to serve elsewhere, 

J therefore, as at present advised, cannot 
attempt tbe destruction of the enrolled militia 
of Missouri. I may add, that the force being 
under the national military control, it is also 
within the proclamation with regard to the 
habeas corpus. 

1 concur in the propriety of your request in 
regard to elections, and have, as you see, di- 
rectly General Schofield accordingly. I do 
not teel justified to enter upon the broad field 
you present in regard to the political differ- 
encas between radicals and conservatives. 
From time to time I have done and said what 
appeared to me proper to do and say. The 
public knows it well. It obliges nobody to 
follow me, and I frost it obliges me to follow 
Dobody. The radicals and conservatives each 
agree with me in some things and disagree in 
others. 1 could wish both to agree with me in 
all things; for then they would agree with 
each other, and would be too strong for any foe 
from any quarter. They, however, choose to 
do otherwise, and I do not question their 
right. I, too, shall do what seems to be my 
duty. I hold whoever commands in Missouri 
or elsewhere responsible to me, and not to 
either radicals or conservatives. It is my 
duty to hear all; but, at last, I must, within 
my sphere, judge what to do and what to for- 
bear.

INSTRUCTIONS TO GEN. SCHOFIELD.

Executive Mansion, 1 
■Washington, D.C., Oct. 1, 1863. J 
Gan John 11. Schofield: 

There is no organized military force in 
avowed opposition to the General Government 



now in Missouri ; and if any such shall re-ap- 
year, your duty in regard to it will be too 
plain to require auy special instruction. Still, 
the condition of things, both there and eisc- 
wbere, issnch as to render it indispensable to 
maintain, for a time, the United States milita- 
ry establishment in that State, as well as to 
rely upon it for a fair contribution of support 
to that establishmcntgenerally. Your imme- 
diate duty in regard to Missouri now is to ad- 
vance the efficiency of that establishment, and 
to so use it, as far as practicable, to compel 
the excited people there to leave one another 
alone. 

Under your recent order, which I have ap- 
proved, you w;il only arrest individuals, and 
suppress assemblies or newspapers, when they 
may be working palpable injury to the mili- 
tary in your charge; and in no other case will 
you interfere in the expression of opinion in 
any form, or allow it to be interfered with vi- 
olently by others. In this you have a discre- 
tion to exercise with great cantion, calmness, 
and forbearance. 

With the matters of removing the inhabit- 
ants of certain counties en masse., and of re- 
moving certain individuals from time to time, 
who are supposed to be mischievous, I am not 
dow interfering, but am leaving to your own 
discretion. 

Nor am I interfering with what may still 
6cem to ycu to be necessary restrictions upon 
trade and intercourse. I think proper, how- 
ever, to enjoin upon you the following: Al- 
low no part of the military under your com- 
mand to be engaged in either returning fugi- 
tive slaves, or in forcing or enticiug slaves 
from their homes; and, so far as practica- 
ble, enforce the same forbearance npon the 
people. 

Report to me your opinion upon the availa- 
bility for good of the Enrolled Militia of the 
Stale. Allow no one to enlist colored troops, 
except upon oraers from you, or from here 
through you. 

A flow no one to assume the functions of 
confiscating property under the law of Con- 
gress, or otherwise, except upon orders from 
cere. 

At elections, sec that those, and only those, 
ere allowed to vote, who are entitled to do so 
by the laws of Missouri, including as of those 
laws the restriction laid by the Missouri Con- 
vention upon those w ho may have participated 
in the rebellion. 

So far as piacticaale, you will, by means of 
your military force, expel guerillas, maraud- 
ers, aDd murderers, and all who are known to 
harbor, aid, or abet them. But in like man- 
ner you will repress assumptions of unauthor- 
ized icdm-uals to perform tbe same service, 
because, under pretence of doing this, they 
become marauders and murderers themselves. 

To now restore peace, let the military obey 
orders; and those not of the military, leave 
each other alone, thus not breaking the peace 
themselves. 

In giving the above directions, it is not in- 
tended to restrain you in other expedient and 
necessary matters not falling within their 
range.

ADDRESS OF C. D. DRAKE. 

To Ihe Radical Union men of Missouri: 

It becomes my duty as chairman of the dele- 
gation Irom Missouri, which recently visited 
the city of Washington, to confer with Pres- 
ident Lincoln in regard to Missouri affairs, to 
lay before you his reply to the communica- 
tions submitted by the delegation to him; 
which reply is hereunto subjoined. It came 
to my bands on the 10th inst., and would have 
been immediately published, but that I felt it 
incumbent on me to accompany its publica- 
tion with some remarks — which I have not 
until now bad time to prepare. My remarks 
will he such as to seem to me justified by the 
occasion. They will be dictated by no spirit 
of disrespect toward the President, personally 
or officially. 

A perusal of the President’s letter will satis- 
fy you that, except iu a single point, the visit 
of the de’egation to him failed, for the present, 
to attain its objects. This will be a source of 
rejoicing to our adversaries, as it will be of 
regret to you, and to all men of unconditional 
loyalty in the country. 

Nothing was more manifest to the delega- 
tion while in Washington than that the sym- 
lathicsof the unconditional Unionists or all 
the loyal States were enlisted in our behalf. 
We were recognized as the representatives of 
the true Union party of Missouri; and will be 
eo recognized hereafter by the whole body of 
such Union men as have just swept conserva- 
tism and copperheadism from the face of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Iowa, and will in 
due time perform the same glorious work in 
other States. Had nothing more been cffect- 
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as it will be of future advantage. 

Though the President has not judged it ex- 
pedient, under all the circumstances, to meet 
the wishes of those in Missouri, whom, in our 
interview with him, he expressly recognized 
as the party upon which he must mainly rely 
for the support here of his Administration; 
yet that recognition by him may be expected 
to bear fruits in the future, which will proba- 
bly compensate for present disappointment. 

We gave him an appropriate opportunity 
for signifying that he was in accord with the 
radical linioD sentiment which is everywhere 
rising, and will be the controlling force in the 
elections, State and national, in 1864; but be 
declined to embrace it. This, however, should 
be no diiccuragfment to us, or to any who 
think w ith us. Tbe safety of the country is 
in that radicalism which would strike at the 
rebellion with every availably means, and 
which deems it indispensable to the over- 
throw of the rebellion to destroy utterly its 
sole cause and life — the institution of slavery. 
Tbe loyal people of the Und are rapidly em- 
bracing that great trnth, and he who rejects 
or ignores it will lire to see and regret bis 
mistake. 

That the President should have virtually 
adhered to Governor Gamble s administration, 
notwithstanding our representations, does not 
greatly surprise me. I could not overlook 
tbe important fact that two members of his 
Cabinet were avowedly our opponents, and 
that their presence in Washington abides, 
while necessarily ours could be but transient. 
Tbeir influence ha9 doubtless triumphed tor 
the time; but it is a short lived triumph, even 
if continued to the end of the President’s offi- 
cial term. Before that time the people will 
have pronounced their verdict. In the trial, 
which is to precede its rendition, it is your 
duty and mine to perform our parts steadily 
and manfully nnrepressed by present failure, 
and unawed by official opposition, however 
potent. 

In connection with the remarks of the 
President concerning General Schofield, it is 
due to myself and the Delegation, and neces- 
sary to the truth ot history, that I should 
make an explanatory statement. The Presi- 
dmt notices certain charges against General 
Schofield, which may be thus enumerated: 

1. Imbetility. 

2. That General Schofield, on purpose to 
protect the Lawrence murderers, would not 
allow them to be pursued into Missouri. 

3. That General Schofield has purposely 
.. iihteld protection from loyal people, aad 
purposely facilitated the objects of the disloyal. 

When I say to you that no euch charges 
were made, either in the address of the dele- 
gation, or in tbe letter of their Executive Com- 
mittee (both of which have been published) 
aDd that I beard no such charges made by any 
one in our interview with the President, you 
will understand my surprise at his reference 
to them. For myself, I feel bound iu honor 
to say, thus publicly, that I have no knowl- 
edge which would lead me to make or believe 
any of those charges. For what, a3 a mem- 
ber of the delegation and the Executive Com- 
mittee, and as the author of the address of the 
former and the letter of the latter, I felt justi- 
fied in urging against General Schofield, I am 
responsible; but for no more. I felt justified 
in assailing bis administration of the Depart- 
ment of the Missouri, on the grounds stated 
in those documents; but not in laying to his 
charge any of those three enumerated points. 
And I am unable to say with certainty whence 
these charges proceeded. Of course they were 
before the President, or he would not have 
noticed them. You will observe that he refers 
to four documents submitted to him on the 3d 
of October. One was the letter of the Execu- 
tive Committee; the others were statements 
made out by sub-committees of the delegation 
from there Congressional districts, and supposed 
to embody merely representations of the con- 
dition of things in those districts; at least, that 
was tbe object of the delegation in authoriz- 
ing their preparation. Those threo documents 
were not submitted to the delegation or tbe 
Executive Committee. One ot them I read; 
the others 1 did not. That which 1 read con- 
tained do charges of tbe above description. I 
am, therefore, led to the conclusion that those 
charges were embraced in one or the other of 
tbe papers which I did not read. If so, the 
author of the paper containing them is alone 
responsible for them. 

In like manner, the point concerning the 
removal of Col. Dick a3 Provost Marshal 
General, and the appointment of Colonel 
Broadhead in bis place, was not referred to in 
tbe address of the Delegation or the letter of 
the Executive Committee; and therefore must 
have been contained in one or the other of the 
statements prepared by sub-committees. 

I regret that the charges contained in those 
statements were made, for they were selected 
by the President as the points to be answered, 
to the almost entire exclusion of those urged 
by the Delegation and the Executive Com- 
mittee. You will observe that his letter does 
not meet the grounds which we presented in 
those paDers. Itis,infact, more remarkable 
for what it does not say than for what it says. 
It is equally remarkable for an apparent want 
of appreciation of the true posture and needs 
of M issouri affairs. 

We stated to him that a pro-slavery policy 
dominated Missouri, and that Gen. Schofield 



had made himself a party to that policy; bn' 
tbe President did not see it, though his hope 
of support for his Administration is in those 
with whom is the anti -slavery sentiment of 
tbe country. 

We set forth that General Schofield had 
identified himself with Governor Gamble’s 
pro-slaverT administration'; but tbe President 
did not hsed his friends on that point, though 
he had yielded to the demands of those who 
are in reality, and will ere long show them- 
selves to be his opponents, and removed from 
this Department General Curtis, who would 
tot identify himself » ith that administration. 

We represented that Gen. Schofield had 
shaped his policy to conform to Governor 
Gamble’s pro-slavery conservative views; but 
the President does not .reply to that, though 
Gen. Cnrtis was displaced in consequence of 
his refusal to softer Oor. iGamble to shape his 
policy. 

We alleged that Gen. 8e.hofield had subor- 
dinated Federal authority in Missouri to State 
rule; and we gave the eride nee of it in his 
General Order No. 89, of August 27, 1863, 
wherein he, in effect, admitted the necessity tor 
obtaining Gov. Gamble’s perrajssion to enlist 
men iDto tbe volunteer service of the United 
States out of the enrolled Mi«9ontri militia — a 
force of Slate troops embodied) without au- 
thority of law; but the President ignores the 
poirt, though one of tbe promiuemt causes of 
the array of Gov. Gamble’s w-bole power to 
procure Gen. Curtis's removal, was that offi- 
cer’s decided and proper refusal to recognize 
that force as one to which he should commit 
tLe protection of Missouri. 

We claimed that Missouri was a* much en- 
titled as any other State to be protected by 
the national laws, and that neither law, jus- [ 
tice, nor equity demanded that the burden of 
protecting hershouid be thrown upon her peo- 
ple and her treasury ; but the President thinks 
our demand very extraordinary, and asks 
whence the national forces are to come, and 
whether they shall be withdrawn from Backs, 
or Grant, or Steele, or Rosecrans; though 
there dots not appear to have been any serioas 
d.fficuky in recently detaching a large body 
of troops from tbe Army of the Potomac to 
enforce tbe draft in New York, oven while ; 
that army faced the greatest army of tho rebel 
States. In this connection let it bn said that 
there ia probably not Ja radical Union man 
in Missouri who objects to Missourians being 
employed to protect their own State. The ob- 
jection is to there being compelled intoservice 
as a State force, and subjected to the command 
of pro-slavery men and used for the advance- 
ment of a pro-slavery policy. 

We asked the President not to allow the 
Enrolled Militia to be supported at the ex- 
pense of the United States, because it was 
odiously conscripted intoservice without law- 
ful e.uthcrlty ; because its existence is a hard- 
ship to th# loyal men of Missouri; because its 
aid in carrying out the measures of the De- 
partment Commander in some points, against 
disloyal petsons, had been denied by Governor 
Gamble’s order, and because the power in 
Governor Gamble's bauds of appointing the 
field officers of that force is used to prescribe 
radical Union men, and appoint in tbeir 
plates men of doubtful loyalty, and in some 
instances, men who, in the former stages of 
the rebellion, were violent secessionists; but 
tbe President in his letter does not deem these 
points worthy of remark. 

We declared that from the day of Gen. Scho- 
field's accession to the command of this De- 
partment, matters have grown worse and 
worst in Missouri till now they are in g more 
terrible condition than they have been at any 
time since the outbreak of the rebellion; but, 
this does not seem to have arrested the Presi- 
dent’s notice. 

And, finally, we entreated him to observe — 
wbat our address abundantly showed — that in 
our ill-fated State the conflict is between loy- j 
ally and disloyalty ; that every radical Union 
man is wholly and truly loyal, while thegreat 
mass of the conservatives are, and have been ! 
from the rise ot the rebellion, notoriously dis- 
loyal; but even that does not challenge his 
attention, so as to lead to a reference to it in 
his letter. 

Thus it i3 shown that the material points 
presented by tbe delegation and tbe Executive 
Committee were passed by, and the case, ap- 
parently, decided in reference to mutters not 
urged by either. 

The only point in which our mission was a 
surcess is that of the order of the President to 
General Schofield concerning elections in this 
Slate, which, you will have noticed with 

g ratification, has already been complied with 
y the issue of General Order No. 120. It is 
only justice to General Schofield to say that 
he issued that order after a conference with a 
committee of radical Union men, in the 
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cure a fair election; readily adopting a sug- 
gestion from them, and afterwards adding an 
additional safeguard, which had not qccurred 
to them. This result, of itself, compensates 
tor tbe visit of our delegation to the Presi- 
dent. 

Radical Union men of Missouri! tbe case is 
before you. You have done vour duty in the 
premises, aDd though you have not gained all 
you hoped, there is do occasion to despond. 
Your cause is just in the sight of Heaven and 
of men, and must be upheld. Great princi- 
ples like ours never die. All that is needed to 
vindicate and spread them is brave, earnest, 
and patient hearts, and stern, resolute will. 
The issue is upon us and must be met. Again 
and again I urge you to realize that it is be- 
tween Loyalty and Disloyalty. With the 
most solemn earnestness, I invoke every man 
who loves his country, hates treason, loathe3 
traitors, aDd abhors slavery as the spring and 
life and power of the rebellion, to perform his 
whole duty in this great juncture of our af- 
fairs. On the third day of November, let 
< V( ry such man devote himself with all his 
might to the great cause of his country and 
freedom, and tbe set'rng suu of that day will 
see the power of disloyalty finally and utterly 
broken in Missouri. 6. D. DRAKE.

Sir: In reply to yours of the 23d inst., I 
have to say, that while tbe law does not ex- 
plicitly require the manufacturer of playing 
cards to affix stamps proportioned to the re- 
tail price, be would be clearly subject to the 
penalties provided if he failed to affix stamps 
proportioned to the price at which he sells.

The following is an extract from a strictly 
private letter, received here from Gan. Rose- 
crans to-day. I have no right to make it 
public, but 1 venture to take the responsibili- 
ty : “As to my removal from the command of 

the Army of the Cumberland, I have only to 
toy that I pray God that the country may be 
as well and better served by another. As for 
the infamous lies which are put forth through 
the press to blast my reputation, such as ‘dis- 
abling mental disease,’ ‘the use of opium,’ 
‘disobedience of orders in not advancing when 
erdtred,’ ‘in waiting for reinforcements,’ etc., 
etc., if I tlought they came from our govern- 
ment I would dispair of a nation headed by 
such a government. That the people will ac- 
cept them, or that God will prosper their au- 
thors, I do not believf. Personally, i com- 
mend myself to the just and merciful One 
who knows what is the best for me.” 

Tbe fractional bills which have just been 
put iu circulation by the Government have 
proved unfit tor the purpose. It is proposed 
to stop any further issue of them and recall 
those already out and substitute others more 
substantial and not liable to be so soon ren- 
dered useless. 

Several citizens of Virginia came into our 
lines to-day and gave themselves up to avoid 
the rebel conscription, all taking tbe oath of 
allegiance. 

Intelligence from the front to-day does not 
present anything of startling interest, though 
it is believed that the present inaction will 
soon end, as the completion of the railroad 
approaches the Rappahannock, and it is evi- 
dent that the rebel forces that line both sides 
must be driven away in order to rebuild the 
road across the river. At present the enemy 
seem bent on determined resistance, and an 
engagement of considerable extent must be 
tbe result.

EastTennessfe.— A letter frogi Knoxville, 
dated the 20th ult., says all had been quiet in 
East Tennessee for the previous fortnight. No 
considerable rebel force had been heard of un- 
til the 22 J, wheE the forage train sent out by 
Co 1 . Wolford from Philadelphia, forty-five 
miles south of Knoxville, was attacked and 
captured by two thousand raiders from Bragg's 
army. As soon as the information was com- 
municated to Col. Wolford, he sent out two 
regiments of his brigade, with four pieces of 
artillery, and succeeded in recapturing the 
train, with which our forces were returning 
toward Philadelphia, when they were again 
attacked by the rebels in strong force and 
compelled to abandon the train and the four 
pieces of artillery, which were mountain 
howitzers. Our cavalry, being outnumbered 
and surrounded, fought desperately, and 
finally cuf its way out and returned to Phila- 
delphia, with the loss of thirty killed and i 
wounded and a few captured. 

All our forces between Knoxville and Chat- j 
tanooga south of the Hiwassee river have 
fallen back to Loudon, where they are now j 
confronted by a rebel force variously esti- I 
mated at from six to ten thousand. Rein- | 
forcements, including the Ninth Army Corps, 
have been sent to Loudon, and our force there j 
is now superior to that of the enemy. Gen. | 
Burnside was at Loudon. Knoxville is al- 
most destitute of troops — there being only one 
or two regiments now there. Gen. Manson, J 
commander of the Twenty-third Army Corps, 
still has his headquarters at Knoxville, from 
which place he can best communicate with 
and dispose his troop3, which are now dis- 
tributed north and south of Knoxville. Gen. 
White's (infantry) division and two brigades j 
of Gen. Shackelford’s (cavalry) division, of I 
the Twenty-third Army Corps, were at Lou- 
don. Col. Harney, 34th Kentucky infantry, * 
was at Morristown, forty-five miles northwest 
of Knoxville, and commands the post. There 
are two large steam-mills at Morristown, 
which at present furnish flour for the whole 
army. Our supplies are scant, and the sol- 
diers are now upon half rations. It is feared, 
owing to recent heavy rains, that the roads 
over the mountains by which supplies are re- 
ceived from Lexington will soon become im- 
passable. Col. Pennebakw, 2 7 r.h Kentucky, 
and Col. Love, 11th Kentucky, with their reg- 
iments, are now at Loudon, but will return 
to Knoxville as soon as troubles there abate. 

There was a great Union mass meeting at 
Knoxville on the 24th, which, notwithstand- 
ing the exceedingly inclement weather, was 
attended by near ten thousand loyal East 
Tennesseeans— some of them travelling forty 
miles from their home3 to be present at the 
jubilee.

The italics are not ours. The passage as 
quoted above appears in the original address. 
Such is actually one of the charges gravely 
urged against Governor Gamble by the radi- 
cals of Missouri in a formal address to the 
President of the United States! The thing 
defies comment. 

The President, in one part of his answer to 
the address of these wretched Jacobins, hints 
that they are not altogether sound in the up- 
per story. They are undoubtedly insane, 
but only as all incendiaries and miscreants 
are insane. Their insanity is simply an ex- 
cess of malignity. They threaten to rebel 
against the State Government of Missouri. 

If they carry this threat into execution, their 
insanity will receive the only treatment 
w hich can work a thorough cure. 

The progress of radicalism is curiously 
illusl rated by a recent incident principally 
literary. Wendell Phillips’s famous lecture on 
Toussaint L'Ouverture, a3 originally written 
and as delivered in his various circuits as a 
lecturer, closed with the following passage: 

You think me a fanatic to-night, for you 
read history not with your eyes but with your 
prejudices. But fifty years hence, when 
Truth gets a hearing, the Muse of History 
will put Phocion for the Greek and Brutus 
for the Roman, Hampden for England, Fay- 
ette for France, choose Washington as the 
bright, consummate flower of our earlier civ- 
ilization, and Fremont as the ripe fruit of our 
noon dug ; then, dipping her pen in the sun- 
light, will write in the clear blue, above them 
all, the name of the soldier, the statesman, the 
martyi — Toussaint L'Ouverture. 

This performance, being exhausted as a lec- 
ture, b as just been printed, and in the printed 
edition the name of Fremont is struck out 
and the name of John Brown substituted. 
The substitution is of course noticeable main- 
ly as an indication of the progress of radical- 
ism from Fremont to John Brown, whatever 
the distance between them may be, for, in 
point of bathos, the change though real is 
not worth noticing. The primary form is so 
transcendently ridiculous that the aggravation 
of the substitution is imperceptible. Phillips, 
in improving upon his original absurdity, has 
manifested an itching desire

MOBNING’ PKSPATCHES. 

Washington, Noy. 4. 

The brief official statements from Major- 
General Thomas relative to the recent fight at 
Wanahatibie hare already been published, 
but the following from Quartermaster Gsne a] 
Maps, dated October 2U, possesses additional 
ittenst: 

“Last night the 11th corps entered on th'5 
central campaign, Gen. Geiry, some fou 
miles np the Lookout Valley, being attacked 
bv Longstreet. The 11th corps, about 11 
o'clock, passing two steep wooded bills about 
150 feet in height, received a volley from i 
rebel force which had occupied and intrenche 1 
their summit. After dark, four regiments as- 
saulted the east fail*, and, without firing a 
shot, steadily advanced by the light of the 
moon and drove the rebels out of their rifle- 
pits aod down the slope of the hill. Thirty- 
one dead soldiers attest the difficulty of the 
assault and the valor of our troops. When 
these hills were taken they marched to the 
assistance of Gen. Geary, who had held his 
position, and Longstreet "was driven back.” 

The following has been received here: 

Chattanooga, Nov. 3. 

To Major - General Halleck : 

Major-General Granger reports from Nash- 
ville that he sent a detachment of cavalry 
from that place, under Col. Shelby, to pursue 
Hawkins and other guerillas. He overtook 
I Hawkins near Piny Factory and routed and 
pursued him to Centreville, where he made 
another stand, routed him again, and pursued 
him until his forces dispersed. The rebel loss 
was from 15 to 20 killed and 60 prisoners. Our 
loss was slight. 

The Richmond Examiner of Monday con- 
tains the following: 

Charleston, Oct. 31. — The enemy’s fire on 
Sumpter last night was furious and incessant, 
frrm the land batteries. This morning, about 
four o’clock, a portion of the wall fell in, 
burying beneath the rains some men believed 
to be of the 12th Georgia and 25th South 
Carolina regiments; 13 are missing. The 
second despatch gives their names, and add9 
that they were buried by the falling in of a 
barracks, on the surface of which they had 
been placed that they might mount the para- 
pet in ease of an assault. A fierce bombard- 
ment has been kept up all to-day, on Sump- 
ter, from the Mobitors aud land batteries. Up 
to 3 o’c ock this evening, no further casualties 
have occurred. Over 1,200 shots were fired 
in 24 hours. 

Charleston, Ifqv. 1. — The bombardment of 
Sampler eontieaied without abatement last 
night and to-d.sj. This afternoon, the shots 
averaged four w»r minute. The firing ha3 
been from two Monitors, two heavy and two 
Fght rifled guns at Fort Gregg, four ten-in h 
mortars at the middle battery, and four rifled 
guns at Wagner. On Saturday, they fired 
four hundred and forty-three rifled shot, 
eighty-six from the Monitors and three hun- 
dred and seventy-three from the mortar3. 
The mortar-fusts are cut so as to explode the 
shell in a second or two after the report. Ob 
S aturday night, seventy rifled shots and thir- 
ty-three mortar shells were fired. The fire at 
the land battery was directed chiefly against 
the southwest angle of the fort. The flag- 
staff was carried away twice, but was speedily 
replaced. The flag was so cut to pieces that 
the flag of the 12th Georgia was used instead. 
The casualties on Saturday were two killed 
and four wounded. The bombardment U Still 
severe. 

It was understood yesterday thAt 600 Yan- 
kees bad landed at Newport News, This is 
doubtless the first step in tbe new scheme 
which is to astonish Yankeedom, confound 
the rebels, take Richmond, and crush the re- 
bellion. 

The gallant Mosby is again ia the saddle. 
On Tuesday he made a foray upon the Yan- 
kees within a miles of General Meade’s head- 
quarters, near Warren ton, killing 3, wound- 
ing several, and capturing 36 white Yankees, 
some 18 or 20 blacks, and 130 mules and horses. 

New Yoke, Nov. 4. 

A severe mob fight occurred yfesterdav after- 
noon at the Manhattanville poll, in the 12th 
Ward, in consequence of the arrest of a rowdy 
who assaulted a peaceable citizen. Several 
policemen were injured, but they finally suc- 
ceeded in quelling the riot and arresting many 
of tbe ringleaders. 

The latest returns from the city indicate the 
election of Boswortb (Union) over McCann 
(Democrat) tor Justice of the Supreme Court 
The vote is, Bosworth 31,289, and McCann 
20,824, and five districts to hear from. 

The Washington correspondent of the Pnil- 
sdelphia Ledger, writing yesterday, says: 
Reports were prevalent last night of fighting 
between Lee and Meade, but they have re- 
ceived no confirmation up to the present hour. 
It is now positively asserted by those who 
have the best means of knowing that Meade 
has imperative orders to hrincr on <• 
auo, m tne event of a failure, he will cer- 
tainly be superseded. The orders are said to 
have come from Halieck, and, further, that 
they are backed by the President. Up to 
yesterday, however, it is known there were 
no preparation for a forward movement on the 
part of Meade, but, on the coniarry, he seemed 
inclined to ward the maintenance of a defen- 
sive position. 

The rebel force along the Rappahannock 
had been considerably reduced, and any of- 
fensive designs on their part were not visi- 
ble. 

The same correspondent writes: It is un- 
derstood here that the orders sent to General 
Gilmore and Dahlgren are to continue the 
bombardment of Sumpter till not a vestige 
of it remains; and, with the artillery now 
employed against the fort, its total destruc- 
tion is believed to be certain. 

St. Louis, Nov. 4. 

Returns from the interior of the State come 
in very slowly. Pro-slavery towns along the 
North Missouri Railroad and the Missouri 
river, between Jefferson City and Kansas 
City, as far as heard from, give conservative 
majorities. Green county gires a radical 
majority of 200. The soldiers vote will swell 
it to 500. 

In Laclede county, as far as heard from, the 
radical majority is about 200. The soldiers 
iu this county are unanimously radical. Large 
radical gains over Boyd's vote for Congress 
last year are reported throughout the south- 
west. In Warren county the conservative 
majority is 11; Buchanan county, conserva- 
tive majority 200; Franklin county, radical 
majority 600. The returns are insufficient 
to foim an opinions as to how the State has 
gone. 

Nashville, Nov. 4. 

Major Fitzgibbon, of tbe 14 :h Michigan 
cavalry, with 120 men, met, at Lawrence- 
burg, thirty-five miles beyond Columbia, the 
combined forces of Cooper, Kirk, Williams, 
and Scott’s rebel cavalry, numbering 400 
men, yesterday. After four desperate charges, 
in which the rebel loss was 8 killed, 7 wound- 
ed, and 24 prisoner^ the rebels retreated. No 
loss, except 3 wounded, on the Federal side. 
Major Fitzgibbon had a horse killed under 
him. A mong the reBhl prisoners are one Cop- 
tain and two Lieutenants. 

A fleet of boats arrived here yesterday. 
River 8 feet on the shoals. 

Philadelphia, Nov. 4. 

A special despatch from Chattanooga to the 
Bulletin says all is quiet. 

In the recent fight with General Hooker, 
the rebels were severely punished, and did not 
resume tbe fight. General Hooker at once 
stropgly intrenched himself all along his line. 
GeneralsjGraDt and Thomas were with him on 
tbe 29th ult., and thought him safe. The rebel 
batteries on Lookout Mountain played on him 
all day without doing any harm. 

Sales of 5.20s to-day reached $310,160. De- 
liveries of bonds in moderate amounts are 
made on subscriptions. 

Boston, Nov. 4. 

Gov. Andrew has decided to call a special 
session of the Legislature, to meet oa Wednes- 
day next, to consider the matter of oflVring 
additional bounties to volunteers. 

Major-General B. F. Butler left Lowell to- 
day to assume command of tbe 18ib army- 
corps and the Department of Virginia and 
North Carolina, to which he has been recently 
appointed. 

Caibo, Nov. 4. 

Official reports state that 600 rebel cavalry 
made a raid on Mayfield, Kentucky, on Man- 
day. They robbed all the stores, tore up the 
railroad, and destroyed the rolling stock. It 
is also reported that a number of people were 
taken prisoners, among them Congressman 
Anderson, and Mr. Twytnan, revenue aid on 
the railroad. 

Chicago, Nov. 5. 

The original draft of the emancipation proc- 
lamation, devoted to the Northwestern Fair 
for the benefit of the Sanitary Commission, is 
now in the hands of a committee, who has 
charge of its sale. Several private bids have 
been made for it, among which is one of 
$1,100. 

Baltimore, Nov. 4. 

Only about 10,000 votes are castiu this city, 
of which Goldsboro gets all but 200. The 
regular ticket is elected.
